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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's explanation of the instant invention in pointing the difference with the 
cited prior art was found to be persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4,7,9,11 and 1 5 - 1 9 are now allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 - 4, 7, 9, 1 1 and 15-19 recite, inter alia, a method of forming a gate in 
a semiconductor device comprising forming a gate pattern on a gate oxide film disposed 
on a semiconductor substrate, forming a hard mask on top of the gate pattern and 
performing an oxygen plasma treatment to a form an oxide film on sides of the gate 
pattern and not on the hard masks wherein the oxygen plasma treatment is performed 
using oxygen and hydrogen with a flow ratio of oxygen:hydrogen being in a range of 
from 0.01 to 0.2. The art of record does not disclose or anticipate the above limitation in 
combination with other claim elements nor would it be obvious to modify the art of 
record so as to form a device including the above limitation.
